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Biography 


Doris, NW2B; and Jerry Jankowitz, NO2T 


My hardware interest goes back to the mid 
50s when, as K2ADR, I built a Heathkit phas- 
ing exciter for SSB. I built a 4-1000 amp in 
the late 50s which is still in use today. I was 
mostly interested in voice communications 
with almost no DX interests. 


The 60s were a dead area for amateur radio. 
Raising a family and business interests occu- 
pied all of my available time. I let my license 
lapse. My children were grown up and mar- 
ried by the early 80s. 


I got back into ham radio at the instigation of 
my YL (Doris, now NW2B, pictured above). 
I had been commuting about 17 miles to the 
workplace. She mentioned that a CB radio 
might help with traffic information. She 
picked up a CB rig at a garage sale, and put it 
in the car. After a week, I mentioned that it 
would be nice to get back into Amateur 
Radio. She told me she thought it was a good 
idea, and that she had been thinking the same 
thing. With that, she handed me a stack of 
license manuals. 


I got my extra class in two months, with Doris 
following close behind. I very quickly 
became interested in digital modes, and have 
been there since. 


I started with a homebrew TNC, then with a 
Commodore-64, followed by a Radio Shack 
TRS-80, and then into IBM clones. I picked 
up a HAL ST-5, and then a PK-232. Since 
then, I have gone the route of the PCI-3000 to 


the P-38 (both by HAL). In terms of software, 
I started with my own homebrew software, 
then used WF1B’s RTTY, and I am now very 
happy with W5XD’s WriteLog. 


My station consists of a 54-foot crankup with 
a 15-foot mast. On top is a KLM-KT34xa. 
Hanging from the tower at the 40-foot level is 
a homebrew 4-element, 15-meter mono fixed 
in one direction depending on the contest. A 
2-element wire beam hanging in the trees pro- 
vides somewhat directional gain to the north- 
east and southwest. A delta loop with the 
peak at 60 feet provides 80-meter coverage. 


The radios are two Kenwood TS-940s and an 
ICOM IC-781. Amps are a motley bunch. My 
venerable homebrew 4-1000 and an ALPHA 
77 are the workhorses. I also have a home- 
brew 4CX1000 and a Heath SB-1000. For 
contests, I run WriteLog on two computers 
networked with Ethernet. 


To minimize damage to the radios we use 
both bandpass filters and quarter wave stubs. 
The filters are by W3MQM. The stubs are an 
open and shorted TV hard-line. Together, 
they isolate the two radios pretty well. I nor- 
mally run one radio on 10, 20, and 80 meters. 
A single open stub cut for 40 eliminates 15 
and 40 interference. The same length, but 
shorted, provides protection for the 40 and 15 
meter radio. While the protection is adequate, 
if there is the slightest bit of hot switching, 
the broadband arcing noise will damage the 
other radio. 


I started serious contesting in the early 90s. 
By 1993 I got into the top ten. I normally par- 
ticipate seriously in five contests a year. 
These are: ARRL RTTY Roundup, CQ/RJ 
WPX, BARTG, SARTG, and CQ/RJ WW 
RTTY. Some contest highlights:

Iam one of those rare breeds, being a “Native 
Californian” — born and raised in Northern 
California. As a youngster growing up in the 
historic town of Sonoma, I was always inter- 
ested in radio. I was able to make a radio for 
my bicycle back in the ancient days. Born in 
1918, I am an “old codger’” for sure. Drafted 
into the service in 1941, I was assigned to a 
signal corps company because of my interest 
in “radio”. How quaint to actually be 
assigned to something that a person was 
“interested in”. Especially in the service. I 
went to several communications schools, 
learned the code, and eventually ended up in 
the Army Air Corps as a pilot, flying B-24’s 
out of England. Back to civilian life in 1945 
and reserve time in the Air Force Mars. 


I was first licensed in 1948 Am, SSB, CW, six 
meters, two meters, and finally 440. For the 
higher frequency I had the privilege of having 
Frank Jones, W6AJF, as a mentor. 


In 1954 I found RTTY and fell in love with it 
because of the combination of mechanics and 
electronics. From that time on my only oper- 
ations on the lower bands was on RTTY. 


In my first operation I utilized surplus mili- 
tary equipment but as time went on I reverted 
to building my own demodulators. I went 
through all of the building phase of the TTL/2 
and the ST-6 by Irv Hoff. Irv was a real shot 
in the arm for RTTY. Finally I invested in one 
of HAL’s first. To this day I still use a PCI- 
3000 in contesting. The newcomers to RTTY 


can’t imagine having to ID in double time. 
Because the FCC didn’t have proper equip- 
ment to monitor baudot we had to ID not only 
in baudot but in CW as well. How would you 
like to work a contest under those conditions? 
I devised a code wheel and was able to auto- 
matically send my ID at the push of a button. 
While the code was going out I could enter 
the log information. 


I have never had room for much of an anten- 
na farm. On my small city lot I am lucky to 
put up a 40 foot crank up tower with a TH- 
3MK3 an inverted “V” for 40 and 80 meters. 
Presently running a TS-950/S with an old but 
much modified Info-Tech demodulator. 
When the going gets tough, I have a Alpha 
91b, but I usually run about 500 watts. I am 
sure the TH-3 traps wouldn’t take much more 
on RTTY. 


Most all of my activity in the past several 
years has been chasing DX and contesting. At 
this time I have DXCC # 20 dated April 1980. 
I presently have 321 countries worked with 
320 confirmed. 5 band WAS dated March 
2001. I believe I was the second one to 
achieve this award all on RTTY. W7DPW 
made it two weeks ahead of me. ARRL does 
not number this award by modes any more, 
“too time consuming,” they say. My original 
RTTY WAS, dated in 1978 is number 27. I 
have WAZ #12 1988. The RTTY Journal 
awards include DXCC #46, WAC #36, WAC 
10 meters #5 1979, 15 meters #8 1977, and 
20 meters #47 1977. 


Over the years I have enjoyed this mode 
exclusively and have found that RTTY’ers 
are the most helpful and have the best man- 
ners of all the modes.

Noticing from the 2000 ARRL RTTY Round 
Up score posting that many missed Nevada, 
in a moment of brilliance, I emailed my 
friend, K5RC, in Reno about the possibility 
of operating from there in 2001. Since this 
request was made in January, almost one year 
from the next RTTY Roundup, Tom, K5RC 
advised “get back with me in about six 
months”! In mid 2000, further communica- 
tions revealed that this was indeed a possibil- 
ity. Lacking technical expertise, I exchanged 
several emails with Eddie, GOAZT, about 
accompanying me on this “fun fling’. He 
agreed, and we proceeded to make plans for 
what we hoped would be a “rare multiplier” 
in the RTTY Roundup. Little did we know 
that Nevada would be represented by several 
other stations! 


After our arrival in Reno, we spent Thursday 
night in a hotel, and departed for K5RC on 
Friday morning. Having spent little, if any, 
time driving on mountain roads, it was an 
experience, to say the least. Upon arriving at 
KSRC, we (actually Eddie) started converting 
K5RC from a “world class” contest station to 
a “world class RTTY” contest station! Eddie 
brought two PK-232 TNCs and, what we 
hoped, would be sufficient cables. With some 
help from the K5RC “junk drawer”, the con- 
version was completed and we were testing 
within about four hours. There was no 
planned pre-contest activity, so after about 
two “test” Q’s, things were shut down to 
await the start of the contest. 


We started on 10 meters and stateside Q’s 
were plentiful, especially in the first two 
hours. Phil, GUOSUP, was the first DX con- 
tact, also on 10, just 13 minutes into the con- 
test. Having no experience with “left coast” 
propagation, I had no idea of what or when to 
expect to work where! Having multiple 
antennas on each band was also a new expe- 
rience and it allowed several contacts that 
only a single antenna, most likely, wouldn’t 
have. Most of our time, especially the first 11 
hours, were spent CQ’ing. In “hindsight”, 
more time tuning the bands may have proved 
more productive, as when we did tune the 
band, several new stations were worked that 
were also calling CQ. A decision was made to 
take the mandatory six hours off at 0755Z. 


As with most RTTY contests, 80 meters was 
our least productive band. I still don’t have a 
clue as to why stateside stations, especially 
when each Q counts the same, are reluctant to 
operate on 80 meters. The “upper” bands (10, 
15 and 20) produced 85% of our contacts. As 
this was the first time Eddie and I had operat- 
ed together, I’m sure that this contributed, 
somewhat, to our “less than expected” score? 
Knowing one another’s operating habits, and 
working “together as one”, in my opinion, is 
very instrumental in a multi-op situation. 


All of the “negatives” of this operation, and 
there were few, were far outweighed by the 
“positives”! The hospitality shown us by Tom 
and Midge was literally “second to none”! I 
will be eternally grateful to them, not only for 
allowing our operation from K5RC, but for 
taking us in, almost as if we were “family”! 
Of course, with Midge having spent some 
time in England, she and Eddie were able to 
“converse” as only a “fine Southern lady” and 
an Englishman could. Most of the time, I had 
no idea what they were talking about, so I 
would just “nod”! 


I guess that a “summation” of this “fun fling” 
would be that Nevada was provided to those 
that needed it, and a great time was had by all!
